THE SCENES CF A DAY UPON THE 
SCAFFOLD. 


The Mitchell County Murderers Sent to Their Final 
Reward—The Last Hours of the Doomed Men— 
Their Beliefin Salvation, and What They 
Had to Say—Hapgings Elsewhere. 


CamMILua, Ga., April 17.—[Special.]—It was 
predicted that the largest crowd ever assem- 
bled in Camilla would be seen here to-day. 
Early inthe morning it was apparent that the 
prediction was to be fulfilled. They came as 
to a circus—white and black, men, women 
end children. Mose Keaton and Peter John- 
£0n were to pay the penalty forthe marder of 
Stephen Godwin. The unigue structure, 
which has stood for more than a week on the 
public square, about one hundred yards from 
the courthouse. marked the spot selected .by 
Sheriff Swindle for tho enactment of the last 
scene in the lives of the two criminals. The 
efficient sheriff spared no pains to have the 
structure well suited in every detail for the 
work it was designed ior. Its entire height is 
thirteen and one-half feet—seven feet from 
the top beam : the scaitold—and 
six and one-half feet | the latter point to 
the ground, giving a fall ofnearly five feet, 
which it was thought would effectually aceom- 


THE STORY OF THES EXFOUTION. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning a special guard 
of forty men marched to the depot t> meet the 
9 o’cleck freight, on which the prisoners were 
to be brought down from Albany. Ua the ar- 
rival of the train the prisoners, in charge of 
the sheriff snd his posse, were conducted 
throvgh the throng of people surrounding the 
depot, to a dray on which two coffins had been 
placed.

At Eufaula they were joined by 
Mr. J. J. Creyon and they reached Columbus 
Surday night on the steamer Naiad. ; 

On arriving, Sherift Burkett and his associ- 
ates began atonce to scour the city in search 
of the negro who sold Mr. McKinnon the 
horse and buggy. Their labor waa not in vain, 
and about 5 o’clock Mr. McKinnon pounted 
out the negro to Sheriff Burkett near E. M. 
Walsch & Co.’s store. When the sheriff went 
to make the arrest the negro showed fight, but 
upon having a revolver thrust in his 
tsce he surrendered. His wife 
accompanied him, and in the ex- 
citement, called his name, which proved to 
be the name of the negro Mose Keaton, alias 
Bill Jeckson, who had suddenly disappeared 
from the neighborhood in which the murder 
was committed. The missing shotgun was al- 
so found in his porsession, and seeing that the 
evicence against him was so conciusive the 
necro confessed that he committed the crima, 
sud said that the weapons used were a knife 
and an ax, and that his motive was robbery.

Youn 
Gregory was in another room, fatally butcher- 
ed, but not quitedead, Theold woman, Mra, 
Gregory, waa also still alive, but neither ra- 
tained suflic.ent ef mind to tell the tale. Mr. 
Gregory was able next day to make known 
the names of the murderers, After 
they had accomplished the bloody 
deed and a briefand fruitiess search tor money 
bed been made, the murderous trio hurried 
awey towards Bainbridge, with Mr. Godwin'’s 
horse and bnggy and shotgun. In their haste 
they lett some articles of baggage, which have 
been identified. There was some money in the 
hcouere, but they were too inuch frightened to 
find it.

An Interesting Letter From One of the Best 
Georgia Countirs, 

CovincToy, Ga,, April 17.—!Special,] — There 

is a strange case of negro rascality and 

colored credulity in this county. A>vout 

the 222 of last June a low burly-looking 


negro, abeut 45 years of age, came tothis coucty, 
bailing from Alabama. He looked more like he 
had come from the lowlands of purgatory than 
from Alabarsa. His appearance in this county 
was followed by a great deal of excitement. He 
claimed to be a saint of God, and said God reveal- 


ed unto hima secret, namely, that if he would dig 
at a certain place inacanebreak he would find 
a large - chest -filed with’ shining 
gold dollars. He was directed to 
measure them and they would measure even 
twenty bushels. Heclaimsthat John A. Murell 
buried it thene long years ago. He soon got two 
negro men, living in the community, to believe 
the fortune could be gotten. They agreed to help 
him work the money out. He now has them em- 
ployed at a salary of five dollars a day each, and 
romised to pay when he gets the gold, as stated, 
They commenced work the 22d of June, 185i, ina 
capebreak with a hole at the top that measured 80 
feet in diameter. They spent six months of hard 
labor, and also about the 15th of December, the 
same year, the rains came and it was impossiole 
to keep the water out sufficient)y to sink the hole 
any deeper. They stopped wors, and it soon filled 
up with water. Your correspondent vi-ited the 
piace the other day. Thehole is now filled with 
sickly water about thirty-five feet deep. The 
negro resorted to his Bible and horse shoe, and it 
wes not many days before he said his God had re- 


- yealed to him another good fortune, just a quarter 


ofa mile from the first one. This time, as good 
luck would bave it, it was ona high, rocky ridge 
where there was no chance for it terfill with water. 
He and hissame two negroes began work the first 
of January, 18&5. Your correspondent also had 
the opportunity to visit the latter hidden treasure. 
The size of the hole is at top ninety feet in diame- 
ter and is now about forty feet deep. It 
looks now more like a fort in time of war than 
anything we can compare it to. They are now 


! working in solid gray rock, about forty feet from 


the top of the earth. .I1t is quite a strange and se- 
rious aftair. Thep are without money and have 
poor credit, and it takes money to do the work.

THE BRITISH AND RUSSIAN LEADERS. 
If ihe negotiations end in war a numberof 
eminent officers will baveafine field in 
which to exere'se all the skill, dash, courage 
_@ndsirategy they are capable of. British 
cficcrs of the present day have served in 
many small wars, but most of them have not 
been engaged in e wear of the magnitule of 
the coming one, if inded¢d it is coming at all, 
The Rustian genera's, on the other hand, 
were nearly all engaged in the late war 
with Turkey, aud the record of some of the 
active officers of that country inciudes ths 
Crimean wer; and outside of great wars they 
have had consiicrable experience in the 
Small wars of conquest in central Asia. 

It is reportcd 
Obroutchell will bave general cherge of all 
the Rutsian opercticns in Turkes‘an ani Af- 
ghenisten. His headquarters will be at 
Mery. He is the chief of the general staif of 
the imperial army—its head, in other words, 
but he will not be mentioned in the bulle- 
tins, and willtake part in no baitle. He 
won reputation in the Lasso-Tarkish war, 
acd hag since becn Known as the conqueror 
of Mukhiar Pasha, whom he defeated at 
Aladjedech, after a pitched battle lasting two 
days, in October, 1577. Heis beyond doubt 
e leader of experience and skill. Tie corps 
cemmanders are, it is said, to be Komarol, 
Gougso acd Prince Dgndoukotl, The last- 

ed is governor of Caucasus. Gourko was 
boin in 1828, amd is perhaps the greatest sol- 
cierin Russia. He certainly has a military 
record that is not exceeded by that of any 
other oficer in the service of the czar. He 
wes in the Crimean war, and in the Polish 
campaign of 1863, and |in the Russo-Tarkish 
war he won renown bya rapid passage of the 
Balkans and a dash towards Constantinople. 
He had to retreat to Schepka pass, but his 
raid stands as a masterpiece of daring aggres- 
sion in anenemy's country. Although near- 
ly sixty years old he is\said to have as mnch 
Vitality 28a young man. General Komaroif 
bee not had such a wide experience as 
Gourko, but still he bas seen more of central 
Asia, and is better acquainted with the con- 
clions cf warfare in the country south of 
Mery. He fought side by side with the 
lamented Skobeleff in Turkestan, both being 
in the command of Genera! Kaufmann, one 
of Russia's grealest roliliers. Both Skobelet 
aud Kaufmann will be missed if war arises 
With England, and Gourko and Komaroif 
Will, at the qutret at least, be relied on to fill 
their places. | : 

General S'r Frederick Roverts, who march- 
ed S20 miles, barassed by the Afghans all the 
Way, from Cabal to Candahar, and defeated 
on the dey after bis arrival at the latter place 
the forces of Ayoub Khan, thus rendering 
Afghanistan an ally instead of an enemy of 
Great Briizin, will no doubt be at the front 
when the shock of battle cemes.

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CiViL €ERVICE REFORM IN THE SOUTH. 
In some quarters there has been consider- 
able surprise expreseed thai President Cleve- 
lend bas not bastened to purify and reform 
the civil service in the southern states by the 
appointment cf honest men to the federal 
es ibat are now held for the most part by 
disreputable republicans who have made ib 
their business, and have considered it a part 
of theiz duty es representatives of a republi- 
can Bdministration, to violate every principle 
of honesty and decency by manipulating the 
affairs under their contro! in the interest of the 
extremest and most vicious forms of partisan- 
ehip. These oflice-holders represent all that 
is dishonest and disreputable in republican- 
ism, and they haveielt it incumbent on 
themselyes to so gdminister their offices as to 
make the whole federa! machinery in the 
south es obnoxious as possible to the south- 
ern people, to the end that any protest that 
might be made could be pointed toas another 
evidence of ihe “‘disloyaliy” that the orgaus 
pretend to discover in this section. There 
bas been no greater evil in modern politics 
than the tyranny and partisanship displayed 
by these republican oflicials, and for this 
reason, as we have said, there has been some 
surprise manifested that President Cleveland 
has not prompily turned bis attention to re- 
lieving the s@uth of this irritating nuisance. 

As a matter of fact, however, there is no 
reascn why there should be any display of 
surprise or {mpatience. The president is 
moying as repidly in the direction of reform 
as eculd be expected. Unlike his predeces- 
sors, he does Rot leave his work to be 
done by  e¢lerks and _ secretaries. 
Hie studies ‘every question for himssl, 
and Jooks into all the details. He leaves no 
matter of any importance to be settled by 
others. Consequently he has been sorely 
pressed by the necessities that grew out of a 
complete change of administration, and has 
hac no time toceyote his atiention to ra- 
forms that can at least afford to wait until 
his administration is fairly under way. 
has already stated toa distinguished visitor 
who called hisaitention to the situation in 
the south, thathe clearly understands and

; Gained Admiesion to the Theater. 

W ASEINGTON, April 17.—Considerablo mat- 
{cr hes been printed here in. regard to the 
sesaseinetion of Mr. Liacoln. The follow:ng 
interview with Mr. Harry T. Ford, brother of 
the owner of the theater, gives the scene about 
the building with much detail. He was in 
the box office at the time ofthe assassination: 

‘Booth, you see, e8 an actor and friend 
the house, bed the full run of the place. 
could £0 anywhere he wanted to. [t wa; 
easiest thing in the world for him to find 
wey Witucut hindrance and without diflic 
to the presi¢ent’s box. He camo iz 
curing the day. I told himthat weexpocted 

resicent Lincoln and General Grant at the 
lay thatmeht. I also told him that wa were 
goirg to have these two distinguised men on 
me side and General Lee on the other.

BUT THE JURYMEN ARE ‘SOME- 
WHAT TENDERHEARTSED. 


4ra They Recommend That Jackson, the Negro 
Who Murdered the White Convict at Locketi’s 
Camp, be Punished by Imprisonment for 
i.ife how the Verdict Game In. 

The trial of the negro guard, Doc Jackson, 
for killing the convict Faulkner, at B. G. 
Lockett & Co.’s camp lest October, was con- 
cluded in Fulton superior court yesterday. 
The eace bad attracted unusual attention from 
the start. Eighty-eight men were called be- 
fore twelve could be agreed upon to form a 
jury. Over thirty witnesses were ex- 
amined, and their testimony occupied 
the court for two days. The argument took 
up another day. Thecase was opened for the 
state by Mr. L. Z. Rosser. He was followed 
by Solicitor-General Charles D. Hiil, who be- 
gen hisspeech Thursday afternoon and con- 
cluded yesterday morning. Mr. Howell C. 
Glepn opened the case for the defense. Col- 
onel W. A. Newman closed forthe defense 
and Mr. B. H. Hill, Jr.. summed 
up the argument for the state. 
All the speeches were forcible 
and exhausted the legal] points as well as the 
voluminous evidence in the case. Judge Ham- 
mond delivered an impressive charge to the 
jury, who retired at half-past two o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. One hour later the jury 
returned with their verdict, which was handed 
to the solicitor-general and by him read out. 
It declared 


THE PRISONER GUILTY 
but recommended that he be sent to the pen- 
itentiery for life. Doc Jackson, who had pre- 
served a perfectly stolid demeanor throughout 
the entiretrial, was apparently not affected 
in the least by the corde His counsel will 
move at once for a new trial, and Judge Ham- 
mond will heer the motion at an early day. 
The trial was attended from first to last by a 
large crowd of spectators and by more than 
the usual number of members of the bar. 
THE STORY OF THE KILLING 
for which Jackson has been found guilty of 
murder, isas follows: F. M. Faulkner, of 
Hall county, a man_ about thirty- 
five | years old, aboub two years 
ego disappeared from his neighborhood, 
taking with him a horse and amule which 
belonged to his uncle. He rode through the 
country and when passing: through Jasper 
county, sold the mule, appropriating the 
money. He continued on to Macon and there 
sold the horse. Just as he was leaving Macon 
he was arrested, taken back to Hall county, 
tried and convicted for horse stealing and 
sentenced . to eight years in the 
penitentiary. Faulkner was first sent to the 
convict camp of W. D. Grant, near Atlanta. 
While he was working onthe Belt railroad 
with another convict, he made an attempt to 
escape by cutting out of the stockade witha 
case- knife. He was caught while attempting 
to carry out his plan, and was more heavily 
shackled. About a year ago he 
yas transferred tothe camp of B.G. Lockett 
& Co., on the ChattaHoochee river. There he 
remained until the 5th of October last. On 
that day, which was Sunday, Faulkner was 
appointed, with sixteen other convicts,to carry 
the cans containing the night soil of the stock- 


ade to tbe river. About fifteen minutes 
before sundown the seventeen 
convicts, some whiles and some negroes, 


guarded by Doc Johnson and Daws Wilder, 
two negroes, went to the rivor, which was a 
few hundred yards fromthe camp. They 
reached the river and Faulkner was in the act 
of emptying hiscan when he. either fell or 
jumped in the water. The alarm was‘given 
that there was one of tthe convicts in 
the river. Doc Jackson came down to the 
bank, fired a double-barrel, breach-loading 
shotgun at Faulkuer and killed him. As to 
what Faulkner was doing and how far he was 
from the bank when Jackson shot, the wit- 
neeses difler. widely. Some of them” swear 
that Feulkner was not more than twenty feet
